Senator Salton- 
stall believed much of -the tall 
was the outgrowth of prevaient 
uncertainties and fear over the 
increasing gravity of the world 
picture, rather than bascd on 
any actual signs that Europe 
was ready to give up. 

WILL TO RESIST 

Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Republican), high - ranking 
minority member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations , Committee, 
caid it-was his opinion that “we 
will perform. our _ functlons 
under the Atlantic Pact’, He 
could not speak for congress 
but ho personally believed the 
Administration’s requests would 
be approved if it is tho judg- 
ment of military leaders that 
such aid is nectssary. 

As far as fecling in Europe 
was concerned, Senator Wiley 
sald, tho Secretary of State’s 
opinion was that thero is a 
strong will to resist Communist 
aggression in Europe. .

United States business is 
planning to spend more on 
new factories, machinery, 
and other equipment next 
year than ever _ before, 
according to the preliminary 
survey made by the Com- 
merce. Department and the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


This expenditure is expected 
to outstrip the previous peak 
reached In the second half of 
1948, when It amounted = to 
$20,500m, a year, or 9 
per cent of the national income, 


At this moment there must 
be more than ordinary signifi- 
cance in the customary reser- 
vation of these surveys—"If 
plans for the year.as a whole 
are realised.” The shortages of 
materials that ore alrendy being 
felt, not to mention the possi- 
bility of further restriction of 
expenditures for civilian needs, 
must be expected to influence 
the pattern, if not the amount, 
of business expenditures to an 
incrensing extent as military 
requirements are stepped up in 
1951, 


From the peak figure of $10,- 
240m, in the second half of 
1948, the capital outlays of 
United States business dropped 
by stages to $8,100m, in the first 
half of this year, Estimates at 
the beginning of this year were 
that outlays ‘for 1950 as a 
whole might just top $16,000m, 
These estImates were progress- 
ively revised, especially after 
Korea, but even three months 
ago the probable figure for the 
on the returos 
available, at under $18,000m. 


‘NEAR PEAK 


The expenditures for the last 
half of 1950 are now expected 
to amount to $10,100m, or with- 
in $150m. of the peak level 
during the second half of 1948, 
which would give a total for 
1950 of $18,200m., against $18,- 
150m, in 1949 and $19,230m, in 
1948; the probable figure for 
the first quarter of next year fs 
put at $4,800m. which would 
represent an increase of 30 ‘per 
oH over the first quarter of 
950, . 


The Department of Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission concede that higher 
costs may have played a part 
in swelling the planned ¢xpen- 
ditures—the increase in costs 
must have been important since 
1048-—-Kut they saggest that the 
figures refiect also a “sizable” 
Increase In the physical amount 
of plant and equipment. They 
do not try to estimate how 
much of the inercuse has been 
for stepping up military rather

To this extent our recovery 
is artificial. It Is based large- 
ly on the high price of raw 
materials that are now in great 
demand for defence purposcs. 
These conditions obviously pro- 
vide no solid basis for long- 
term recovery. If our hopes 
are dashed. and war spreads 
throughout the world all our. 
efforts to achieve economic re- 
covery will have! been wasted— 
except to the extent that we 
will be better able to produce 
arms and'ammunition, 

If, on the other hand, scttle~ 
ment is reached with the Com- 
munists, one of the main factors 
in our lightning recovery will 
automatically be removed. But 
even when the present tension 
ig ensed there will still presum- 
ably be huge rearmament pro- 
grammes to carry out. The de- 
mand for raw materials will 
sull be abnormally high and 
the Sterling area will con- 
tinue to benefit. 

Meanwhie our. immediate ob- 
ject is'to build ‘up our military 
strength to enable us to repel 
any possible pct of aggression. 
At the same time we must ex- 
pand our exports by a further 
£300,000,000 ‘ next year to 
counteract the effect of de- 
teriorating terms of trade, This 
must be done with the Ilcast 
possible disturbance to the 
home market—and in the. face 
of crippling shortages of raw 
materials. 

How this is to be done is the 
problem of the moment. In 
this short survey it is only 
possible: to bring out the chief 
factors in the present state of 
of our economy. It will be 
many months—perhaps years— 
before the events of the past 
year can accurately be judged 
in relation to our long-term 
economic prospecs. 


EFFECT ON U.8. 


Britain’s recovery and to a 
lesser extent that of other non- 
dollar countries has had a 
startling effect on the balance 
of the payments position of the 
United States. During 1947 
when the dollar was at tls 
“hardest” America exported 
goods worth  $15,000,000,000. 
American’ exports are now 
down to an annual rate of 
$10,000,000,000 due largely to 
economy practised by importing 
countries and partly to their 
efforts to obtain from other 
sources goods which they 
formerly had to buy from 
America. At the same time 
fhe American import bill has 
grown to unprecedented pro- 
portions and is now running at 
an annual -rate roughly equal 
to the value of her exports, But 
as this figure includes exports 
paid for by tho United States 
Treasury under various ald 
programmes America has had a 
considerable adverse trade 
balance this year. 

During the third quarter of 
1950 Britain’s exports to the 
United States reached $97,000,- 
000—an increase of 43 percent 
over the corresponding period 
last year before the pound was 
devalued. Imports from the 
United States during ‘the same 
period were  $125,000,000 — 
sixteen percent less. than in the 
third quarter of 1949. 

Despite this adverse balance 
on’ direct trade with the United 
States. Britain’s dollar reserves 
reached $334,000,000 in the third 
quarter. . The part played. by 
overseas eterling area countrics 
In building up reserves can be
